CHICAGO POLICE, some in riot gear, prevented members of a local SHARP 
chapter from marching in the city’s Independence Day parade on July 4th. The 
skinheads had permission from the march organisers to join in the day’s festivities, 
but it was withdrawn two days before the march. Someone obviously got cold feet. 

Still, in the land of the free who needs permission to celebrate independence day?! 
Not this SHARP chapter, one of many in the United States that remains patriotic and 
untainted by political bandwagon jumpers. But come the big day, Chicago’s finest 
were out in force to prevent them attending the march or even watching it, effectively 
placing them under house arrest.

Steve Bruce actually 
runs the Stick Of Rock pub in Bethnal 
Green, East London, and most Fridays he 
puts on punk gigs. So he knows just how 
difficult it is for the bands of today to get 
a break. 

"It’s hard for any sort of band to get a 
gig these days. I just don’t know how they 
keep going. As a venue we’re struggling - 
we’re thinking of calling it a day. I mean 
I’ve been at it four and a half years now 
and I’ve more or less had enough. We 
have good nights. We had the Subs last 
week, that was a good one. And The 
Adicts played their secret gig down here, 
That was a cracker. We were full up by 
9pm that night. Hopefully Cock Sparrer 
will do one for me!" 

Of course the lack of gigs was what killed 
Cock Sparrer in the first place not long 
after the release of Shock Troops. The 
record was poorly distributed, — they 
couldn’t get enough live work and there 
came a point where they just couldn’t keep 
going financially. 

Then there was the trouble at The 
Fulham Greyhound. The first time they 
played there about 400 turned up, half 
punks, half skins and there wasn’t any 
aggro. 

"But the next time it was just skinheads 
and it was the arsehole skinheads. 30 or 
so of the right hand mob and it all went 
off, but these things happen and happen to 
worse bands than us, like Jimmy Pursey." 

Nobody needs to be pissed on by their 
own fans, and the likes of Sparrer certainly 
didn’t deserve it. Causing aggro at a gig is 
like rioting in your own backyard or 
smashing up your own end at football. 
Village idiot material. 

Mind you, Sparrer will never go down as 
the luckiest of bands. They even got 
blamed for the Southall riot when they 
weren’t even gigging at the time. That was 
at the height of Oi!, a movement that did 
however give Cock Sparrer a whole new 
lease of life. It’s no secret that bands like 





the Rejects drew heavily from Sparrer, and 
the same is true for the Oi! bands that 
followed. 


"[think Oi! suited us more than the punk 
thing actually because we stamped our own 
individuality on it. I think a lot of bands 
followed us in that vein - it’s just 
unfortunate Oi! got such a bad press." 

One thing that attracted a lot of skins to 
Sparrer gigs was the fact that they dressed 
in skinhead and bootboy clobber while 
most punk bands looked like a good wash 
wouldn’t go amiss. A Clockwork Orange 
was another big influence. But none of 
the band were actual skinheads, not even 
during the glory years of ’69-"70. 

"Pdhave been a hippy then at school, but 
I had a few skinhead gals. It’s the same 
now. I’ve had long hair for the last three 
years . Skinheads come into the pub and 
I talk to them about Cock Sparrer and 
there’s no animosity. With most of them 
it’s just a fashion, it’s just a way of life. It 
doesn’t. stop people coming into my pub. 
I think they get a bit of a rough deal, but 
I won't turn them away because they’re 


skinheads". 

Back to the present. There’s been 
rumours that Sparrer would be recording 
a new album this year and then start 
gigging again, but a lot depends on how 
well the Astoria gig goes. 

"I's difficult to get everyone together 
’cos they’re all scattered all over the place. 
They might get a bit of fire in them again 
once they’ve played in front of a crowd." 

The line-up for the Astoria is the original 
one. Steve Bruce on drums, Colin 
MeFaull on vocals, Steve Burgess on bass 
and Mickey Beaufoy on guitar. And 
they’re hoping that guitarist Garrie 
Lamming, who left Sparrer to form The 
Little Roosters, will do a couple of songs 
with them as well. 

"The rehearsals have been going good 
and the promoter was pleased soundwise. 
We've had one or two hiccups, but I think 
we'll be alright for October 4th", 

Old bastards or not, Sparrer will certainly 
be giving it their best shot come the 
Astoria.

Now it has to be said that £20 is 
a lot of money to pay for a ticket, 
even if it to see one of Britain’s 
truly great bands.

Suggs has been writing a bit with

outside the gig in big pink letters. 
Oh how we laughed! I told them 
to take it down and the gig was 
alright, but this girl kept shouting 
*You’ve sold out!’ and I thought, 
*funny,the place looks half empty’. 
If we were doing One Step Beyond 
with an acid house beat, yeah we’d 
have sold out, but..." 

But that’s exactly the point. You 
can’t please all the people all of 
the time. If The Nutty Boys went 
out every night and played a 
Madness set you’d have people, 
including me, saying that it was a 
cabaret rip-off. As it is, they’ve 
now dropped the one or two 
Madness songs they did play to 
make a complete break with the 





past. There’s even talk of a name 
change. The ironic thing is that if 
Madness had stayed together, 
come ’92 their sound wouldn’t 
have been a million miles away 
from that of The Nutty Boys. And 
if Madness had released Magic 
Carpet as a single it would have 
been top ten. No worries. 
"We’re getting more Madnessy I 
think. Probably end up at the 
Yesterday’s Men period. We’re not 
mellowing out, we’re just finding 
our feet and it’s good to do it 
away from the public eye in a way. 
Me and Lee are getting pretty 
good. I give him a tune and he 
gives me the lyrics really quickly. 
We’ve got quite a good little 
following. Most people who come 


come on and get pints of beer 
thrown at us, but it was still good. 
Half of them were against us, the 
other half for us, but at the end 
Tad was so outraged he mooned 
the entire audience which is quite 
easy as he’s a big boy." 

And yet when they played 
Dublin, they went down like a cold 
pint of Guiness on a warm 
summer’s day. "It was fucking 
brilliant. The promoter had the 2 
Tone man everywhere, but the 
gigs and the people were brilliant. 
They just didn’t care we weren’t 
doing Madness songs." 

And on they plough. There’s a 
"reggaeish" single out on -October 
Sth called /t’s Okay, I’m A 
Policeman (Nilsatis). Because of 
all the fuss about Madness, live 
dates are few and far between. 
They play The Borderline, 
London, on August 21st, and then 
The Marquee on September 14th. 

"You never know, with the single 
coming out we might do some 
gigs. I’m not sure because I do 
like it, but you kind of get the 
feeling you’re going round in 
circles and you can overdo it." 

Hopefully The Nutty Boys will 
keep playing live, and I’ve a 
sneaky feeling that the two 
Finsbury Park dates won’t be the 
last we hear of Madness either. 
Once that old train starts rolling 
again it'll take some stopping. 
Just make sure you’re not sitting 
next to a drunken editor when it 
pulls out of the station.

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Unless it’s your birthday, July 28th 1967, 
probably doesn’t mean a lot to you, but it 
was on that day, almost exactly 25 years ago 
that Trojan Records was bom. 

Then it was just a subsidiary of Island 
which had taken its name from the producer, 
Duke Reid The Trojan, who supplied the 
labels first dozen or so releases (Duke. Reid 
had himself taken the name Trojan from the 
make of lorry that carried his sound system), 
but today Trojan is almost another word for 
reggae and remains the home of some of the 
finest music ever to emerge from the small 
Caribbean island.

Trojan Records didn’t really come into its 
own until the following year, 1968. By then, 
Island boss Chris Blackwell was becoming 
disenchanted with mainstream opposition to 
reggae in the U.K., which was resulting in 
minimal radio airplay and no chart placings 
despite high sales. He. was enjoying more 
success in the rock and pop fields anyway 
and wanted to move Island away from the 
reggae tag. When he first came to Britain to 
set up Island, Blackwell rented office space 
from an accountant called Lee Gopthal who 
was himself fascinated by the music business. 
_ He had set up the Beat & Commercial 
~ Company to distribute records mainly to his 
own chain of record shops and stalls and by 
1968 had stopped doing accoutancy to 
concentrate fully on music. 

Gopthal wanted to start a label, and 
Blackwell agreed to a joint venture based

around .Trojan and two other Island labels 
specialising in reggae, Duke and Big Shot. It 
allowed Island to concentrate more fully on 
its rock and pop acts, and Jimmy Cliff was 


“the only reggae star who remained on its 


books, not least because he was beginning to 
move towards a soul sound anyway. Island’s 
actual involvement in the day to day affairs 
of Trojan Records was minimal and by 1972 
its connections with Trojan had been 
officially ended. 

By then of course, the boom period for 
reggae was at an end anyway. Between 1969 
and 1972,Trojan chalked up 20 Top Twenty 
hits on its own and subsidiary labels 
including Dave & Ansell Collin’s number 
one smash, Double Barrel (Technique) - an 
incredible feat for an independent label. 
Other artists like Desmond Dekker, The 
Pioneers, Dandy Livingstone and The 
Ethiopians became household names and 
champions of what was to be called skinhead 
reggae because of the support given to the 
music by the cult. 

The Trojan success formula was based on 
taking crude reggae cuts from Jamaica and 
polishing off the edges by adding softer 
melodies, string, and even on occasion, full 
orchestras. This more commercial reggae 
sound got a lot more airplay, but even 
without it a Trojan release could sell 
thousands of copies on the strength of dance 
hall play. 

At its peak, Trojan controlled up to 80% of 
the reggae market in terms of producing or 
distributing records released - and at a time 
when anything up to 180 reggae records 
came out every week. Its hold on reggae.was 
largely due to its many subsidiary labels 
which served to crowd the market and 
squeeze out smaller companies. Pama 
Records, Trojan’s main rival, played a similar 
game but not on such an impressive scale. 
Trojan had over forty subsidiary labels, 
making it a nightmare to document all of the 
company’s releases. In fact it’s quite likely 
that one or two labels, and certainly one or 
two releases have been lost to time and may 
never be uncovered again. 

Trojan also made its mark with the release 
of budget compilation albums, most notably 
the eight volumes of Tighten Up and the five 
volumes of Club Reggae, which sold for 
14/6d and then 99p each. Until then, the 


‘breath. 


album charts were the preserve of rock and 
other dinosaur music. Trojan also looked 
after its fans with the Trojan Appreciation 
Society. Regular newsletters were issued to 
keep members right up to date with what 
was coming out. 

By 1972 though, reggae was losing its 
appeal for increasing numbers of British 
kids, not least because of its increasing 
interest in Jah, Ethiopia and all things 
African. Roots reggae they called it and it 
wasn’t a patch on .the skinhead reggae 
sounds. Things started to go badly wrong 
for the Trojan empire and in 1975 it 
collapsed of poor _ financial 
management and falling sales. Only days 
before the collapse, Lee Gopthal had a two 
page feature in The Sun newspaper saying 
how successful both he and Trojan were! 

Trojan was bought by Marcel Rod of Saga 
Records and it was virtually laid to rest. The 
remaining stock was virtually given away in 
chain stores like Tesco and Woolworths and 
then by ads in the music press. For a time 
you could buy 100 Trojan singles for just £5! 
For the next ten years, Trojan was 
responsible for only a handful of worthwhile 
releases and was sold again to its present 
owners in 1985.

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Trojan Records didn’t really come into its 
own until the following year, 1968. By then, 
Island boss Chris Blackwell was becoming 
disenchanted with mainstream opposition to 
reggae in the U.K., which was resulting in 
minimal radio airplay and no chart placings 
despite high sales. He was enjoying more 
success in the rock and pop fields anyway 
and wanted to move Island away from the 
reggae tag. When he first came to Britain to 
set up Island, Blackwell rented office space 
from an accountant called Lee Gopthal who 
was himself fascinated by the music business. 


He had set up the Beat & Commercial 


Company to distribute records mainly to his 
own chain of record shops and stalls and by 
1968 had stopped doing accoutancy to 
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champions of what was to be called skinhead 
reggae because of the support given to the 
music by the cult. 

The Trojan success formula was based on 
taking crude reggae cuts from Jamaica and 
polishing off the edges by adding softer 
melodies, string, and even on occasion, full 


orchestras. This more commercial reggae 
sound got a lot more airplay, but even 
without it a Trojan release could sell 
thousands of copies on the strength of dance 
hall play. 

At its peak, Trojan controlled up to 80% of 
the reggae market in terms of producing or 
distributing records released - and at a time 
when anything up to 180 reggae records 
came out every week. Its hold on reggae.was 
largely due to its many subsidiary labels 
which served to crowd the market and 
squeeze out smaller companies. Pama 
Records, Trojan’s main rival, played a similar 
game but not on such an impressive scale. 
Trojan had over forty subsidiary labels, 
making it a nightmare to document all of the 
company’s releases. In fact it’s quite likely 
that one or two labels, and certainly one or 
two releases have been lost to time and may 
never be uncovered again. 

Trojan also made its mark with the release 
of budget compilation albums, most notably 
the eight volumes of Tighten Up and the five 
volumes of Club Reggae, which sold for 
14/6d and then 99p each. Until then, the
